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Puebla final document 
stresses role of the laity 


PUEBLA, Mexico (NC)—In their final 
document, the third general assembly of 
the Latin American bishops have stressed 
the role of the laity in improving the quality 
of life, especially for the poor, by working 
in government and political parties. 

A summary of the 200-page text says: 


“THE DOCUMENT insists especially in 
the action of the laity to carry out 
essentially, a political action and to offer a 
witness within temporal structures. In this 
regard the first priority is action for justice 
in defense of human dignity, against all 
kinds of discrimination and domination 
in our time. i 

“Such a task includes militancy in 
political parties or in positions in public 
administration, but this kind of action 
presupposes the prior achievement of a 


-- democratic state.” 


The reference to democratic states is. 
directed at the many dictatorships in the 
continent. 


THE DIRECTIVE placing political 
responsibility on the shoulders of lay 
people frees the institutional church for 
the main task of evangelization centered 
in the person and teachings of Christ, and 
with preference for the poor and youth, 
said the summary. 

The summary emphasizes the influ- 
ence of the church on Latin American 
society, the need to preserve the Christian 


_values of this society and the preserving of 


the natural resources needed for 
development of the people. 


The accent is on social justice at both 


the national and international level. Some 
highlights of the summary, issued prior to 
the closing of the assembly Tuesday, Feb. 
13, include: - - 


—‘‘LATIN AMERICA, a Christian 
continent, is increasingly making through 
the voice of the church a statement of its 
latent, underlying forces, and an 
affirmation of its own culture. It does so in 
the face of a modern trend which seeks to 
deprive this culture of its intrinsic 
character. ‘ 


“Thus the church stresses the role of : 


people’s religiosity as a decisive vehicle to 
preserve their identity, jeopafuized today 


WALNUT GROVE, Calif. (NC)—

—“IN THE NAME of the voiceless ones, 
the church increasingly raises its voice 
and addresses the whole community on 
the challenge brought by the structures of 
control of the super-organized societies of 
our time. 

“Such societies displace more and 
more the intermediate communities and 
organizations, leaving less and less room 
for true social pluralism. Such societies 
tend to increasingly program human 
activity, thus relegating human creativity 
to the realm of counter-cultures and to 
spontaneous, living groups. Such is the 
case of the basic, grassroots communities 
as a bulkwark of creativity.” 


—“THE CHURCH at Puebla expounds a 
dynamic vision of the relations between 
hierarchy and community, particularly the 
link and integration of the ministries of the 
bishops, the priesthood and the dia- 
conate.” 


—“PUEBLA HAS confirmed the need to 
live consecrated lives (priests and 
religious) in their fullness, inspired in the 
commitment to the poor, and in keeping 
with the vocation of the local church in 
order to take up the vanguard role in 
evangelization.” 


—“REGARDING the growing gap and the 
inequality in-our societies, the church 
realizes that by speaking about the 
people, about the poor, it does not 
necessarily mean to address the people 
and the poor with more words. 

“For this reason, the church that gives 
birth to a renewed message at Puebla 
wants to give witness to Christ, witness to 
service besides teaching and exercising 
its ministries.” 

Since the previous bishops’ assembly at 
Medellin, Colombia, in 1968, “which 
voiced hopes for social betterment and 
development” conditions have changed, 
said the summary, referring to the number 
of authoritarian governments in Latin 
America. 

This has led “at the end of the 1970s to’ 
the renewed hope of Christians in the 
church message of communion and par- 
ticipation,” said the summary.

Hispanic requests will be 
delivered to Pope John Paul

The main goal of the Hispanic dele- 
gation from the San Bernardino and San 
Diego dioceses to the Latin American 
bishops conference in Puebla, Mexico, will 
be achieved this week when a document 
by the delegation will be hand-delivered to 
Pope John Paul Il. 


The group did not have an audience 
with the pope in Mexico as they had 
hoped. 


BUT, ACCORDING to Armando Navarro, 
executive director of Congreso Para 
Pueblos Unidos—Congress for United 
Communities—of San Bernardino, Cardi- 
nal Aloisio Lorschieder of Brazil, president 
of the Latin American bishops, will deliver 
the “Proclamation of a New Vision” to the 
rete written by the Hispanics from the 


The document asks the pope to name 
Hispanic ordinaries for U.S. dioceses 
which are least 50 percent Hispanic, and 
that Hispanic vicars be named in dioceses 
with a 20 percent Hispanic concentration. 


It also asks that the people have a voice 
in the selection of their bishops, that in- 
service sensitivity programs to the needs 
of Hispanics be established for priests and 
nuns, and that the church more actively 
promote Hispanic vocations. 


ALSO AMONG the requests are that 
evangelization efforts be guided by a 
respect for the Hispanic culture and that 
lay leaders who are “committed to the 
social, political and economic liberation of 
our people” be trained. 


Navarro said, “We're asking the church 
to be more sympathetic to our needs. 
We're not asking for an independent 
Mexican church.” 


He said they want to achieve sensitivity 
among church leadership—hierarchy and 
lay—to Hispanics’ needs. 

THEY ALSO WANT to achieve more 
dialogue with church officials on matters 


pertaining to Hispanics, Navarro added. 


Among those who went to Puebla and 
signed the document to be presented to 
the pope were Roberto Martinez, chair- 
man of the Spanish-Speaking Executive 
Commission of the San Diego Diocese, 
and Father Jose Maria Ormazabal, asso- 
ciate at St. Mary parish, Escondido. 


They both stressed vocations in dis- 
cussing the document. : 


“WE ARE LOOKING to the future,” 
Martinez said. ‘The Latin American 
population is increasing. How can we 
meet their needs? Twenty-nine percent of 
all Hispanics in the Southwest are 
concentrated in California, specifically 
Southern California.” 


Both Martinez and Father Ormazabal 
believe that Hispanic ordinaries will help 
increase religious vocations among 
Hispanics. 

“It has been proved in El Paso, Texas, 
and Santa Fe, N.M., (where Bishop Patrick 
Flores and Archbishop Roberto Sanchez 
are the respective ordinaries),” Martinez 
said. 


MARTINEZ, Father Ormazabal and 
Navarro think the delegation was respon- 
sible for getting the subject of undocu- 
mented aliens included in the Latin 
American bishops’ deliberations on 
migration at the Puebla conference. 


In a press conference in Puebla during 
the meeting, spokespersons for the San 
Bernardino delegation, including Father 
Peter Luque, Hispanic vicar for the San 
Bernardino diocese, and Joseph Pawilicki, 
of St. Therese parish, Palm Springs, said: 


The millions of migrants from Mexico, 
many of whom are entering the U.S. 
illegally, should be the concern of the 
church in both countries. ; 


“If church authorities in the United 
States are not fulfilling their part of the 
problem as the welcoming church, then it 
is the responsibility of the bishops at 
Puebla,” they stated.

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul I! told his 
general audience Feb. 14, he hopes the general 
assembly of Latin American bishops, which ended 
Feb. 13, leads to a greater sense of responsibility in 
the church for a social order founded on justice, 
peace, respect for human rights and an equitable 
distribution of goods.

ACAPULCO, Mexico—Mexican President Jose 
Lopez Portillo said the only dogmatic aspect in his 
policies is freedom, in answer to anti-clerical 
criticisms of the recent visit of Pope John Paul |! 
and of the. current third general assembly of the 
Latin American bishops at Puebla, Mexico. 

UNITED NATIONS—International agencies 
specializing in child care generally agree that most 
children today have a bleak future. According to 
United Nations estimates, more than 15 million 
children under five will die.in Third World countries 
during 1979. 

WARSAW, -Poland—The Catholic faith has 
survived the adversities of Polish history, said a 
pastoral letter issued by the Polish bishops.

Catholic Family Service program

SAN DIEGO—The Cath- 
olic Family Service (CFS) 
School Counseling Pro- 
gram, which last year serv- 
ed five grade schools in the 
San Diego diocese, has 
been expanded to eight 
schools this year. 

The program, which be- 
gan two years ago as a pilot 
study, places a trained 
counselor on each campus 
for one full school day per 
week. 


DR. CAMERON Smith, the 
school program coordina- 
tor, said the eight schools in 
this year’s program are: St. 
Charles Borromeo, St. Rita, 
St. Didacus and St. Jude, in 


San Diego; Our Lady of 


Grace, Holy Trinity and St. 
Kieran, in El Cajon; and 
Santa Sophia i in Spring Val- 
ley. 

Program services imei 
initial screening and testing 
for social, psychological 
and learning problems; on- 
site individual and group 
counseling; seminars and 
workshop presentations to 
teachers on areas of need 
and interest; and, consul- 
tation and presentations to 
parents. 

The counselors also 
speak to parish groups on 
psychological and educa- 
tional issues and serve as a 
referral source between 
CFS and other community 
agencies. 

THE PROGRAM is coordi- 
nated through CFS and 
staffed by eight psychology

and education interns from

- “This yeareach counselor 
has only one school to work 
with,” Dr. Smith said. “Next 
year we will have nine coun- 
selors, but hopefully more 
schools, so each counselor 
will have to work with more 
than one school.” 


The interns receive a mi- 
nimal salary, since they also 


‘receive training. Their sala- 


ries and most of the funds 
for the program are pro- 
vided by the schools in the 


‘program. 


“THE COST goes down as 
the number of schools goes 
up,” Dr. Smith said. “Right 
now it is somewhere be- 
tween $100 and $150 a 
month per school.” 

CFS also has provided a 
$5,000 fund to offset the 
cost to schools that wish to 
enroll in the program but 
cannot afford the full cost. 


“The program is really a 
tremendous money-saver 
for parents, especially for 
the testing,” Dr. Smith ad- 
ded. “They aren't charged 
anything for the counseling 
or the parent workshops.” 

BY PROVIDING these 
services, it is hoped that the 
emotional and learning 
problems of students will be 
identified and treated be- 
fore more serious problems 
develop, Dr. Smith said. 


“This will enable the

students to derive more, 
both academically and 
emotionally, from the ele- 
mentary school experi- 
ence,” he said. 


The San Diego diocesan 
Department of Education 
has been involved in the 
design and evaluation ofthe 
program and is encourag- 
ing schools to consider par- 
ticipating in the program 
during the 1979-80 school 
year, Dr. Smith said.

Msgr. Clarkin died in his 
sleep at the age of 77 on 
Friday, Feb. 9, in a Brawley 
motel.

THUS, MSGR. Clarkin left 
this earth in muchthe same 
way as his former bishop 
and the founding bishop of 
the San Diego diocese, 
Charles F. Buddy.

A Fourth-Degree 
Knight of Columbus stood 
as an honor guard behind 
the casket during the cere- 
mony. 


MSGR. CLARKIN was a 
Fourth-Degree Knight anda 
charter member ofthe K of C 
St. Pius chapter, La Jolla. 


At the time of the homily, 
Father Thomas F. Byrne, 
pastor of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel, San Ysidro, said 
Msgr. Clarkin had asked 
that no homily or eulogy be 
given at his funeral, but 
simply a meditation on 
death. 


“Death is the veil that 
separates time and eter- 
nity,” Father Byrne told the 
congregation. He com- 
pared death to looking up at 
the sky on a cloudy day 
when it is about to rain. 


IT LOOKS “dismal, dark, 
foreboding,” he said. But to 
people flying in an aircraft 
above those clouds, every- 
thing “looks bright, shiny 
and beautiful. It’s the same 
with death.” 


Father Byrne said Msgr. 
Clarkin’s “soul has shed his 
body and he continues to 
live and he is happy with his 
creator. After a well-spent 
life we too, will step through 
the veil that separates time 
and eternity.

MSGR. MEEHLING ap- 
pears as energetic in his 
conversation as he is in his 
daily living. 

He lives in Point Loma in 
a six-room apartment that 
he keeps up without any 
extra help. 

“I’m bright-eyed and 
bushy tailed,” said the octo- 
genarian, who every morn- 
ing walks about 2 miles ona 
round trip from his apart- 
ment to St. Charles Borro- 
meo church, where he 
attends the 6:30 a.m. mass. 


HE SAID he is very happy 
to be able still to serve mass 
and minister to people.

However, Msgr. Meehling 
also has used his retire- 
ment years for traveling. 
“I’ve been around the world 


“So we all say, ‘Farewell, 
Msgr. Clarkin, for the time 
being.’ Very soon we will go 
one by one” to meet him 
again and reapthe reward of 
a faith-filled life, Father 
Byrne said. 


MSGR. CLARKIN was 
born in County Cavin, Ire- 
land, on June 1, 1901. He 
studied at St. Kieran Col- 
lege, Kilkenny, and was 
ordained to the priesthood 


,on May 30, 1926, for the 


diocese of Los Angeles. 


In 1935 he was appointed 
pastor of Sacred Heart, 
Brawley, which became 
part of the San Diego dio- 
cese when it was created in 
1936. He was named dean 
of Imperial County in 1938. 


He was appointed pastor 
of Mary Star of the Sea on 
May 1, 1939, where he 
served until his retirement 
on May 1, 1969. He was 
made a domestic prelate, 
giving him the title “mon- 
signor” in May 1951.

A Catholic university must form men and women 
not only worthy for their knowledge, but also for 
their commitment to society, their willingness to be 
witnesses of their faith before the world. Thus 
students must be given, besides their training in 
the sciences, a profound moral and Christian 
education. There is the task of forming both among 
students and teachers a synthesis, ever more 
harmonious, between faith and reason, faith and 
culture, faith and daily living. 

The Catholic university must be the center of a 
relevant Christian faith. Teachers are to be 
considered not only as mere transmitters of 
science, but also as educators and witnesses of a 
life that is truly Christian. Students are called to 
cooperate in a generous, conscientious and free 
manner, to complete their own formation. 

There must be a pastoral ministry on campus. A 
ministry of the intelligentsia, through the sources of 
liturgical life, is bound to render precious fruits in 
the university for the improvement of the human 
condition, the Christian condition.

Barrier to intercommunion 


The front page article, “Catholic, 
Anglican co-pastors run parish in Jamai- 
ca” (SC, Jan. 18), contains a subtle bit of 
poison for the unwary reader not familiar 
with the issues presented. 


The phrase, “...informal references by 
speakers to the major barrier that has kept 
Catholics and Anglicans from sharing the 
eucharist: the official Vatican policy that 
the eucharist is a sign of achieved unity 
rather than as a means of unification of the 
two worldwide churches” is misleading in 
more than one way. 


First, the major barrier to Catholic-and- 
Anglican-sharing of the eucharist is the 
very serious issue of whether Anglicans 
actually have a valid priesthood capable of 


consecrating the eucharist. The truth is - 


neither served nor altered by mere silence 
on this issue. The original defect in 
Anglican orders is clearly set forth in Pope 
Leo XIII’s encyclical, “Apostolicae Curae.” 
The issue of whether there has since 
that time been a reinfusion of valid orders 
through participation in Anglican epis- 
copal ordinations by Orthodox or other 
bonafide bishops deserves careful exam- 
ination. But we must seek balance in that 
examination so that our care for the truth 
does not lack compassion; and our 
compassion does not become untruthful. 
Second, the implicit sign of unity’in the 
eucharist is in fact a major barrier that 
keeps Catholics and Orthodox from 
sharing the eucharist. It is my understand- 
ing that the Orthodox generally share with 
Catholics the recognition of this truth. 


Third, libeling the Vatican’s insistence 


that Catholics not hypocritically deny the 
integral sign of unity in the eucharist as 
“official Vatican policy,” as though it were 
some kind of tactic to be used or 
discarded at whim, expresses a contempt 
for the Catholic viewpoint that seems 
incompatible with the ideal of ecumenical 
concern that the story was supposed to be 
about. 


Fourth, it is doubly tragic to find that that 
kind of emnity towards the Vatican in a 
paper published by a Catholic bishop.

WHERE OUR LIVES have been

Perhaps people will mis- 
understand; perhaps they will feel we 
are making “too much” of it; perhaps 
they will use the opportunity to 
somehow damage what is so valuable 
to.us. 


Then we may hug our experience to 
us jealously and never allow it to work 
its full liberation in us.

BUT WE HAVE to learn, too, not to 
depend too heavily on the opinions 
and reactions of our peers.

Give it 
away, so to speak. Give it without 
expecting sympathetic or flattering 
response, or fearing ridicule. Give it as 
a gift, as it was given to us. 

We need to be liberated from whatis 
good in our past as well as what is bad. 
To aerate the good as well as the bad 
and let it move freely through our 
lives. 


Not infrequently what seems like 


Hart, leads the way with a superb essay on 
monastic renewal as a witness to life.

The two sections written by women look 
at the social concerns as evidenced in 
Merton's poetry and discuss the author as 
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humility and self-deprecation may in 
fact be disguising pride or selfishness 
and superiority. Even the reluctance 
one may feel to speak of personal 
spiritual gifts can be rooted in vanity. 

A CHRISTIAN must learn to risk 
vulnerability in order to become 
transparent enough for the light of 
Christ to shine through. This means 
that we need to develop that openness 
of mind and heart and soul that will 
enable us to accept ourselves as we 
are and not to cringe from the curious 
eyes around us. 


If we are to know real freedom, we 
need so much to allow what we have to 
give to flow freely from us. We are not 
meant to hold on to what we are given, 
but to channel it and liberate it to go 
where it will. And in so doing, we, too, 
come to a freedom we would not 
otherwise know. 

Freed of the congestion of self- 
consciousness and separatedness, of 
taking credit for what we are not 
meant to possess, we may grow 
transparent enough to let the light of 
Christ infiltrate our being and radiate 
from it. Then, at last, we may become 
Christian. 


Merton still has much to say

Surprisingly enough, Merton’s best 
seller, “Seven Storey Mountain,” was 
described by him as “an albatross around 
my neck.” It drew a picture of the young 
man as an inflexible and austere August- 
ine, and his admirers did not want to see 
him grow from there. 


This is an excellent volume, well edited 
and made up of competent, literate pieces 
by authors who know their subject and 
their fields. Merton grows in retrospect 
and he still has so much to say to our 
contemporaries.

“Roots: The Next Generations” brings 
the story of a black family’s struggle for 
human dignity much closer to home for 
the average viewer than did the more 
remote history of the original. 


The success of the dramatization lies in. 
making us care about what happens to 
these characters, rejoicing in their limited 
triumphs and feeling the pain of their 
strivings.

Jesus came to his own, 
who did not accept him

“With friends like you, who needs ene- 
mies?” There is no record of Jesus’ ever 
having asked that question, but he certainly 
had enough provocation. His own relatives 
questioned his sanity (Mark 3:20-21; see John 
7:5) and his fellow Nazarenes turned on him 
violently. 

Mark seems to have telescoped their 
growing hostility into one incident (6:1-6; 
Matthew 13:54-58).- Luke gives a slightly 
clearer picture of the switch from wondering 
admiration to furious rejection, even if his 
editing of the material gives the surface 
impression that he is describing one visit to 
the hometown (4:14-30). 


MARK TELLS US that Jesus came home 
with his disciples and began to teach in the 
synagogue in a way that kept his large 
audience amazed. 


They said: “Where did he get all this? What 
kind of wisdom is he endowed with? How is it 
that such miraculous deeds are accom- 
plished by his hands? Is not this the carpenter, 
the son of Mary, a brother of James and Joses 
and Judas and Simon? Are not his sisters our 
neighbors here?” They found him too much 
for them (Mark 6:1-3). 


As their reaction stands, it could express 
begrudging admiration. After all, they had 
known him from boyhood, just an ordinary 
carpenter’s son, part of a not particularly 
distinguished family whose members were 
well known to them. As far as they knew, he 
had never received any formal schooling, yet 
his synagogue homilies were amazing. They 
were baffled. 


_ THIS IS JUST the impression which the 
first part of Luke’s account gives. It is a bit 
more detailed. Jesus had gained quite a 
reputation in the area and it had preceded him 
to Nazareth. 


Consequently it was only natural that he be 
invited to conduct the synagogue service. He 
read a passage from Isaiah which spoke 
clearly of the dawning of the Messianic era, 
and when he sat down to explain it, they were 
singularly attentive. His opening words were: 
“Today this scripture passage is fulfilled in 
your hearing.” 


All present spoke favorably of him; they 
marveled at the appealing discourse which 
came from his:lips. They also asked, “Is not 
this Joseph’s son?” (Luke 4:14-22) 


“Christian charity is the super- 
natural virtue of the love for God 
insofar as it extends from God to our 
fellowmen. Love for God and for our 
neighbor are one and the same

BUT JESUS’ next words indicate a sharp 
and surprising shift of mood, suggesting the 
passage of some time during which the 
temper of the townspeople has become 
decidedly hostile: “You will doubtless quote 
me the proverb, ‘Physician, heal yourself,’ 
and say, ‘Do here in your country the things 


we have heard you have donein Capernaum.’ 


But in fact, no prophet gains acceptance in his 
native place” (Luke 4:23-24). . 

Here Luke rejoins Mark, who says: “No 
prophet is without honor except in his native 
place, among his own kindred, and in his own 
house.” And Mark tells us bluntly: “He could 
work no miracle there, apart from curing a 
few who were sick by laying hands on them, 
so much did their lack of faith distress him” 
(Mark 6:4-5). 


Matthew, writing some decades later, when 
Christians were getting a bit touchy on the 
subject of Jesus’ human limitations, found 
this reference to his inability to work miracles 
a bit too much and changed it accordingly: 
“And he ‘did not’ work many miracles there 
because of their lack of faith” (Matthew 
13:58). 


LUKE, WRITING about the same time as 
Matthew, omits it, but tells us something 
even more distressing. The occasion is 
another synagogue homily; this time Jesus 
alludes to the careers of Elijah and-Elisha, 
stressing the fact that these two prophets, 
likewise rejected by their people, exercised 
their ministry in favor of gentile foreigners. 


At this the congregation grew infuriated, 
threw him out of town, and came close to 
lynching him by throwing him over a 
precipice. But as often happens in mob 
action, when it actually came to giving the first 
shove, no one had the nerve. “He went 
straight through their midst and walked 
away” (Luke 4:30). 


Who can fathom his thoughts as he 
“walked away”? These were his own 
townspeople, many of them his own flesh and 
blood, and they had rejected him violently. He 
was walking the path trodden by all the 
prophets before him. Like them, “to. his own 
he came, yet his own did not accept him” 
(John 1:11). 


He followed in their footsteps and marked 
out the path to be walked by all in the future 
who would dare to take seriously “the way” 
he had indicated as leading to genuine human 
fulfillment. 


“It is not possible to be a saint and 
invoke the gospel we preach without 
doing all we can to assure for all men 
conditions of work, housing; food, 
rest and human culture without 
which life ceases to be human.”— 
Emmanuel Suhard, “The Church 
Today,” 1953. 


The gospels tell us that Jesus had been accepted in 
many places, yet when he returned to his own 

- hometown, Nazareth, the people rejected him. Today, 
we reject the very Christianity we profess when we 


For when we reject one of the family of God, we reject 
Jesus. His way was not rejection, yet his way makes 
many demands. But his way is the only one that leads to 


genuine human fulfillment. 
St. Bernard of Clairvaux lived in a time of reform and 


renewal—a time that might easily be compared to our 


today.

Several years ago when baseball’s Cincin- 
nati Reds soundly defeated the New York 
Yankees in the World Series they were 
affectionately named the “Big Red Machine” 
by their admiring fans. 


The picture of a machine that rolls along 
with power and majesty expresses the 
abstract notion of teamwork between 
ballplayers. St. Paul used another picture to 
express the unity of Christians: the body of 
Christ. 


ST. PAUL spoke of baptism uniting people 
in a way that far exceeds the teamwork of a 
baseball team. “It was in one Spirit that all of 
us, whether Jew of Greek, slave or free, were 
baptized into one body” (I Corinthians 12:13). 


How can the unity of Christians in one body 
be made visible? Returning to baseball 
comparisons one may reply by suggesting 
“teamwork.” Every parish community 
practices teamwork in the multiple activities 
that it sponsors. 


Teachers join the team by volunteering to 
teach in religious education programs, 
younger parishioners often drive senior 
citizens to mass or to parish activities, 
electricians string lights for parish festivals 
and business executives join the ways and 
means committees of parish councils. 


THUS TEAMWORK develops through 
the unselfish efforts of all members to 
contribute toward the team’s success. 
President John F. Kennedy referred to this in 
his famous slogan, “Ask not what your 
country can do for you but what you can do 
for your country.” 


But members of the body of Christ are 
everywhere. It circles the globe and encom- 
passes millions of persons outside any indivi- 
dual community. In fact, every living person 
potentially belongs to the body of Christ since 
he died for and redeemed all people. 


Hence contributing to the teamwork of the 
body of Christ means participating in an inter- 
national effort which makes even the United 
Nations pale by comparison. 


CHRIST’S worldwide body functions. as 
leaven in a loaf of bread. It lifts up all of 
humanity in a praising and worshipping 
movement toward the Father. It reaches out 
to the most miserable actual or pofential

member of the body with the care and 
compassion of Christ. 


Sometimes devoted and unselfish Catho- 
lics lose patience with the frequent church 
collections for the work of the church in 
foreign lands or the international programs to 
fight poverty and disease. They find it much 
more satisfying to concentrate on parish 
works of charity or the support of a parish 
school. 


No one can object to concentrated 
concern for individual units of the body of 
Christ. ‘But worldwide teamwork can’t be 
achieved without serious efforts, toward the 
good of the whole at least by spiritual and 
moral if not by visible and tangible support. 


ST. PAUL exemplified this corporate 
concern by his famous collection for the poor 
of Jerusalem. He brought help from the new 
gentile Christians of Galatia, Macedonia and 
Achaia, saying that “if the gentiles have 
shared in the spiritual blessings of the Jews, 
they ought to contribute to their temporal 
needs in return” (Romans 15:27). 


Pope Paul said in his last Mission Sunday 
appeal, written last summer, “Local churches 
of recent foundation need to feel the warmth 
of effective communion with their sister 
churches and of practical help from them.” 

Hence in terms of sacrificial giving, the 
arithmetic of belonging to the body of Christ 
should include a form of tithing to the world- 
wide needs of that body. 


PARISH communities which successfully 
raise thousands of dollars in support of parish 
works of education and charity should 
consider pledging at least a portion of that 
income for use in foreign lands as a 
manifestation of unity with the whole body of 
Christ. ‘ 

Despite the occasional scandals in the use 
of charitable funds, no one in the United 
States can remain indifferent to the world- 
wide needs of the people of Christ or consider 
“only” the needs of those closest to home. 


Parochialism in charitable concerns 
neglects the teamwork of the whole body of 
Christ. The “Big Red Machine” was not 
successful because of one or two strong and 
healthy players, even including Pete Rose. 


Or, in the language of religion; charity may 
begin at home, but the charity of Christ can 
never end there.

of scriptural poverty

Times of reform and renewal in the church 
are times of great contrast, of indulgence and 
renunciation, of debauchery and sanctity. 
The relative tranquility of our post-Vatican II 
church can only be appreciated against the 
historical background of tumult and turmoil 
that wrenched and bruised the Mystical Body 
in past eras. 

Such a time was a first half of the 12th 
century when Bernard of Clairvaux emerged 
as a zealous defender of the faith and 
crusading mystic. 

IN THE TWILIGHT of the 11th century, 
the great reform of the Benedictine order that 
began-at the Abbey of Cluny, France, started 


\ 


to degenerate into monastic mediocrity. A 
small group of monks seeking to return again 
to the purer form of the Rule-of St. Benedict 
founded a monastery in the wilderness near 
Citeaux, France. This was the beginning of 
the Cistercian Order. 


Fourteen years later, Bernard, a young 
man of 21 from a small nearby village, 
knocked on the gate of Citeaux. With him 
were 30 companions, including four of his five 
brothers and a number of other relatives and 
friends. Shortly thereafter, his fifth and last 
brother joined him. 


The charisma of the young monk, whose 
arguments for a life of prayer and renun- 
ciation had been so successful with his 
brothers and friends, was a gift to both the 


fledging Cistercian movement and the whole 
church, 


BERNARD’S GIFTS were manifold: He 
had an irresistible personality, possessed 
great organizational ability, was a prodigious 
writer, a persuasive preacher and a profound 
spiritual theologian. 

He was aman of action and a mystic, whose 
life foreshadowed the mendicant monks of 
the following century who would have such an 
impact upon the affairs of both the church 
and secular society. 


Although he preached against heretics with 
the zeal of a crusader, and was a principal 
force for unity in a church rent by the simul- 
taneous election of two popes, Bernard’s 
most important work lay in the reform and 
renewal of Benedictine monasticism, and the 
‘instigation of religious revival in the whole 
church. 


THREE YEARS after he entered the 
Cistercians at Citeaux, Bernard and 12 
companions began a new foundation in an 
isolated valley near Champagne and called it 
Clairvaux. Within three years, by 1118, the 
Abbey of Clairvaux, with Bernard as its first 
abbot, bégan establishing foundations of its 
own. By the time of Bernard’s death, 68 


’ Cistercian monasteries would be founded 


from Clairvaux. 


His reform of Benedictine. monasticism 
extended beyond Clairvaux and its founda-

tions. In 1119 he began efforts to correct the 
mediocrity of monastic observance at the 
great Benedictine Abbey of Cluny. 


His life is an example of medieval monas- 
ticism at its best. His zeal was tempered by 
charity and humility and found its strength in 
the life and passion of Jesus and in a deep 
devotion to the Blessed Virgin. 


IN A LETTER to another abbot, who had 
abandoned the lavish lifestyle for which 
Bernard had taken him to task, he explained 
his refusal to ignore defects and weaknesses 


~ for fear of causing scandal. “When scandal 


comes through vices being denounced,” he 
wrote, “it comes though those who do what is 
blameworthy and not through those who 
blame it.” 


His uncompromising demand for a life of 
gospel poverty is reflected in one of his 
sermons where he speaks of Christ as “our 
head, crowned, not with glory, but with the 
thorns of our sins. As members of that head, 
crowned with thorns, we should be ashamed 
to live in luxury; his purple robes are a 
mockery rather than an honor.” 


The times in which we live require of all 
Christians the balance of action and spirit- 
uality that marked Bernard of Clairvaux’s life. 
Our zeal must be tempered by charity and 
humility and, most importantly, flow from a 
life lived in conformance to the gospel and in 
imitation of Christ. 


Children’s Story Hour: People who didn’t believe Jesus

After a while, some people became jealous of all the 
fuss over Jesus and began to say “Who does he think he 
is, telling us what we should be like?” They didn’t like to 
think that Jesus was better than they were. And they 


started to grumble because he was not curing people and _ 


doing wonderful things like he had in the other towns. 


Even Jesus’ old friends turned away from him. This 
made Jesus very sad and unhappy. He knew the people 
did not believe in him and that was why he could not help 
them by curing their sick. When he said this, they grew 
more and more angry, and even wanted to hurt Jesus. 


So he went away from his home town and back to the 
other towns where people believed in him. Jesus was 
upset that the people of Nazareth had been so mean, but 
he was upset especially because he could not show them 
how much God loves them and would help them, 
because they would not believe in him, nor listen to him.

New nations, new church

The Maryknoll Fathers, who now publish 
materials under the heading of Orbis Books, 
have come up with a winner: “The Coming of 
the Third Church” by Father Walbert 
Buhlmann. Theologian Father Karl Rahner 
terms this publication “the best Catholic 
book of the year.” 


Father Buhlmann, a Capuchin, served in 
the missions of Tanganyika, then taught 
missiology for 16 years at a Swiss university. 
Since 1971 he has been secretary general for 
Capuchin missions throughout the world. 
The man knows his field. 

SUBTITLED “An Analysis of the Present 
and Future of the Church,” the text views the 
current history of Christianity in three stages. 

In the first millennium, the church of the 
East, of the First World, now oppressed by 
communism, dominated religious culture. In 


the second 1,000 years, the church of the 
West, of the Second World, now dominated 
by capitalism, has been preeminent. For the 
third millennium, the church of the South, of 
the Third World; threatened by neo- 
colonialism, will dominate the Christian 
religious scene. 


The Capuchin priest: spells this out a bit 
more when he says: “The First Church, then, 
will be the Oriental church, possessing the 
rights of the firstborn (the first eight 
ecumenical councils were held on Eastern 
soil) but now become, in large measure, the 
church of silence. ; 


“THE SECOND will be the Western . 


church,. which in the course of history has 
more and more come to be thought of as ‘the’ 
church without qualification and, by this 
token, as mother of her offspring in the new 
world. 


“Finally, the Third Church will be that of 


the new nations, now entering as a new ele- 
ment into world history and into the history of 
the church.” 


His approach, however, does not mean 
these three churches only exist one after the 
other chronologically, but instead are alive 
today alongside one another. There remains, 
however, a difference in approach and a shift 
of influence. 


- THE WORLD’S center of gravity, in the 
author’s judgment, no longer exists in Europe 
nor does the West constitute the focal point 
of Christianity or its source of religious, 
cultural unity. 


Despite the decline of the West’s position 
and the upsurge in the South’s role, they 
ideally should complement one another. 


In Father Buhlmann’s words: “If in profane 
matters we are realizing more clearly the 
interdependence of all in the world, this is 
equally true of the churches. They need one 
another: the Third needs the Second for 
support and the Second needs the Third for 
renewal.”

(CPA) survey. 

CPA members were ask- 
ed whether they wanted the 
Catholic press to be includ- 
ed in promotion for the 


collection and to share in 
the 50 percent national 
share of the proceeds or 
whether they thought the 
collection should be desig- 
nated strictly for electronic 
media, 

Of the 162 CPA members 
responding, 57.4 percent 
thought the CPA should 
support the collection and 
share in it, while 42.6 


percent (including the 
Southern Cross) said it 
should be designated ‘for 
electronic media. 


“The CPA has “found a 
way of complying with both 
of these wishes,” said 
Robert L. Fenton, CPA 
president, in a recent 
memo outlining the survey 
results and the Communi- 
cation Committee action.

Cardinal Manning says 
evangelize unchurched 


ANAHEIM, Calif. (NC)— 
Cardinal Timothy Manning 
of Los Angeles asked 
22,000 participants at the 
archdiocesan religious ed- 
ucation congress to help 
evangelize 80 million un- 
churched Americans, in- 
cluding “the several million 
disillusioned Catholics and 
teen-agers who: have writ- 
ten us off.” 


The cardinal made the 
appeal in a homily de- 
livered at the congress’ 
closing mass Feb. 4. 


IN HIS homily, Cardinal 
Manning paid tribute to the 
ministry of women in the 
church, saying there could 
be no orthodoxy in teaching 
without including the Virgin 
Mary. 

The cardinal also af- 
firmed the reality of satanic 
influence, urged his listen- 
ers to include periods of 
silent reflection in their 
daily lives and requested 
that parish liturgies ob- 
serve designated periods of 
silence. 

He called the points “e- 
piphanies,” or manifesta- 
tions contained in St. Mark’s 
gospel for that day. 

“THE FIRST epiphany is 
in the healing of Peter’s 
mother-in-law. Jesus raises 


her up and the first thing 
she does is begin to minis- 
ter to the apostles,” the 
cardinal said. 


In a time of pagan de- 
gradation of women, Jesus 
raised up a woman, and her 
first reaction was to minis- 
ter to the mystical body of 
Christ and to the apostolic 
body that gives it stability, 
the cardinal said. 


“From thence until now, 
women have taken the lead 
in that sense of ministry to 
the mystical body. Here, 
representing our diocese, 
‘we would like to express 
deep gratitude to all of the 
women who have minis- 
tered so beautifully to 
Christ in his mystical body,” 
he continued. 


“THE SECOND epipha- 
ny,” Cardinal Manning said, 
“is the repeated revelation 
in Mark’s gospel of the 
presence of Satan. | grant 
you that today we have 
demythologized ‘Satan. We 
have made him a medieval 
myth. 


“Because of that he has 
full range in our culture. 
You cannot seek Christ and 
read the gospel without the 
awesome, terrifying convic- 
tion that the uncleanness 
and the disunity in the 


world today are satanic,” 
the cardinal continued. 


“When Satan had his first 
encounter and victory over 
man, it was prophesied that 
the woman would come 
who would crush his head 
beneath her heel. Take out 
from here a love of our 
Blessed Mother. There can 
be no orthodoxy, no love, no 
cleanness of heart, no 
humility, unless Mary is at 
the heart of our teaching,” 


5 Cardinal Manning said. 


THE THIRD epiphany, 
he went on, is “Jesus seek- 
ing solitude in prayer.” He 
told his listeners to allow 
themselves time to “get 
away, if not physically, at 
least in spirit, from the 
distractions of the house- 
hold chores or the office.” 


The fourth revelation is 
Jesus’ response to the 
hunger of the world, Car- 
dinal Manning said. He 
asked the group to go tothe 
unchurched. “Let them find 
Christ in us. Let us-call 
them in his name.” 


Concelebrating the mass 
at the Anaheim Convention 
Center were Archbishop 
Jean Jadot, apostolic dele- 
gate in the United States, 
and eight other California 
bishops.
